are

successors of 
the 
professional 
cracksmen who traveled on railroad 
trains, hired conveyances to aud from 
the 
scene of 
the 
burglary, carried 
tools weighing from 50 to To pounds, ; 
ami after looting a bank 
generally 
lived extravagantly in 
the 
larger 
cities until their 
money was 
spent. 
With these tilt' taking of a human life 
was an exception to the rule, only oc­ 
curring when 
necessary 
to 
escape 
capture. 
Detectives were able from the ear 
marks of the, old-time 
professional 
burglars’ work to decide very quickly 
whose 
particular 
handiwork it was. 
and could invariably within 
a 
short 
time locate them and cause their ai­ 
rest. 
The expert bank 
burglars of 
old 
did not number more thau 30 first- 
class men in the United States, while 
"Johnny Yegg” grows like 
a

eat" or "locater,” selects a suitable

Not only must the size and shape of 
the room be considered, but also the j 
style and dimensions of the picture. , 
An ordinary and safe course to adopt * 
is to hang the pictures in a line all j 
around the room.

Stern Laws of Business Come First, 
Says Austrian Court. 


An Interesting case at law, which 
centered on the observance of an old 
Jewish custom, was decided in Vienna 
recently. A merchant, says tne Ameri­ 
can Israelite, discharged a clerk on ac­ 
count of neglect of duty. 
Among the 
charges against him was that he came

gogue in order to say 
Kaddish—the 
prayer for the dead—for 
his father. 
The clerk argued that it was his privi­ 
lege and his duty to say the prayer for 
his 
departed 
father, while the mer­ 
chant, who was also a religious man, 
maintained that “lf Moses had known 
that a man had to pay 8,000 gulden a 
year rent ho would have made differ­ 
ent laws.” The judge would not allow 
such an argument, but decided in fa­ 
vor of

merchant, "because the 
daily attendance at

synagogue 
could not be considered the right of 
the clerk without tho consent of the 
employer.”

Creature to Be Feared and Avoided, 


Says Writer. 


Of some of the strange ways of the 
glia monster, that little-known crea­ 
ture of the southwestern deserts, a 
correspondent writes: 
“ I have had 
some experience with gila monsters 
and eau state that, no matter what 
scientists may claim, the gila mon­ 
ster is a good thing to shun.

Prof. Watson's purpose in his visit

his observations may solve some oi 
the missing paleontological finks.

Estimated That 27.CC0 Cars W ill Be 
Shipped by Close of Season in 
June— Good Returns for the 
Growers. 


Los Ange’es, Cal.— W ith a total crop 
of 27,000 cars, the present citrus sea­ 
son, while not the most successful in 
the history of southern California, will 
be among tho best money makers. 
Shipments to this time have been less 
by more than M)0 cars than for the 
same time last year, but it is explain­ 
ed that tills is due to conditions that 
prevented the crop from being moved 
at all prior to Feb. I, while since the 
fruit has gone to market in volume 
more than sufficient to offset the time 
that was lost. 
For the first three months of 1907 
the total number of cars sent to mar­ 
ket aggregated 12,226. of which 3.500 
cars were lemons. 
During the same 
time there had been sent out 2.749 cars 
of vegetables, as against 2.532 cars for 
the same time in 1906, and a total of 
2,001 cars of vegetables forwarded in 
the first three months of 1905. 
So far this season, it is said bv those 
in position to know, the citrus market 
has been in a condition that has prov­ 
ed of exceptional value to the grower, 
because the market has not been over­ 
crowded at any time. 
In fact, condi­ 
tions never were better. 
Inexplanation of tin* published sto­ 
ries of an alleged car shortage during 
February it is explained at Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe headquarters that 
independent shippers caused the tales 
then in circulation to be sprung so as 
to create a bear market that would 
enable them to pick up fruit at bot­ 
tom prices. 
It is claimed that ship­ 
pers affiliated with the California Cit­ 
rus union informed the railroads at the 
time that they were supplying cars 
exactly as they were needed, and that 
reports of fruit being in danger of 
spoiling for lack of shipping facilities 
were without foundation. 
It is claimed that in February, this 
year, more cars were being moved 
every day than during the same month 
last year and about the same number 
as w ere‘moved daily during February 
in 1905. 
And that in March, this year. 


J the same conditions were in effect, ex- 
| cept that the difference in favor of 
1907 was even more noticeable. Last 
i year the total crop aggregated 26,000 
; cars. 
In 1905 it was a 30,000 car crop. 
I This year the estimate is for a crop of 
27,000 cars. 
W ith market conditions as they are 
it is estimated the crop this year w ill 
1 tiring ta southern California close to 
$20,000,000. of which sum the growers 
will get half, nearly all the remainder 
going to the Santa Fe and the South­ 
ern Pacific.

I lost 80 per cent of its shipments, due 
to the fact that it has had no overland 
; service for six weeks. 
W ith condi­ 
tions normal the Santa Fe obtains 
about 50 per cent of the business, the 
remainder going to the Southern Pa­ 
cific with about 30 per cent, and the 
Clark line with about 15 per cent.

with the

provision that the number shall not be 
too great. 
The serum that may be used as an 
antitoxin is near the point of comple­ 
tion. 
Should another epidemic occur 
it is believed that the researches of 
Dr. Flexner will assist tho medical 
profession to a most decided degree 
in taking care of it and preventing the 
usual large percentage of mortality.

woman here in New York, even if the 
law say's I'm an infant iu Pennsyl- 
vania, 


"I did run away from home—1 want- 


ed to go on the stage, flly reasons 
for leaving home are my own secret. 
I won't tell them to anybody. 


"At once ray father made a search 


for me, arid finally found me In the 
Plymouth hotel. 
I was about to se- 


cure an engagement to go on the stage 
when he appeared with another man 
and1 forcibly took me away.

Inveigled Into an Institution.

I sprang 
out into the hall and turned the key 
In tho door, locking her Jn. 


"I had nothing but the ugly uniform 


of tho Institution on, and I knew that 
if I did get out tho chances wore that 
I could not get very far away.

This I borrowed from 
a girl 1 mot Jn llie other company. 
Strangers* have all born so good to me. 


"In ihpt convent, ^ bile kneeling for 


hours In their wonihjp, I thought they 
woro fools to think a God existed or 
ulso that no noil but hero on earth ex- 
isted. I feel ashamed for iheir relig- 
ion 
I toll you I would have commit- 


ted murder had I stayed thoro muck 
longer. - 


"My thoughts were terrible In that

What Shall We Do7—I've Got to Build 


Granaries. 


A letter written to a Canadian Gov- 


ernment agent from Tipton, Indiana, 
la but one of many similar that are in 
the hands of tho Canadian government 
agents whose privilege It Is to offer 
one hundred and sixty acres "of land 
free, and low railway fares. But here 
Is a copy of the letter: 


"Tipton, Ind., Nov. 28, 190G. 


"At your earnest solicitation a party 


of us from Tiptoa left May IB for 
Western Canada, Our Interviews with 
you and a careful atudy of your liter- 
ature led ua to expect great thinsa of 
your country when we should arrive 
there, and we were 'not disappointed. 
We went prepared to make a careful 
examination of the country and Its re- 
sources, and we did so. At earJy dawn 
the second morning out of Tipton we 
awoke In a new world. As far as the 
eye could reach was an apparently 
limitless expanse of new sown wheat 
and prairie grasses. The vivid green 
of the wheat just beginning to stool 
out, and the Inky blackness of tho 
soil contrasted In a way beautiful to 
see. An hour or two later we steamed 
Into Winnipeg. Her© we found a num- 
ber of surprises. A hundred thousand 
souJs well housed, with every con- 
venience that goes to make a modern 
up-to-date city—banks, hotels, news- 
papers, stores, electric light, street 
railways, sewerage, waterworks, as- 
phalt pavements, everything. 
With 


eyes and ears open we traveled for 
two thousand miles through Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, going out 
over the Canadian Pacific railway, via 
Calgary to Edmonton, and returning 
to Winnipeg over the Canadian North- 
ern railway. 
Jn the meantime we 


made several side trips and stopped 
off at a number of points whore we 
made 
drives 
into the surrounding 


country. 
On every hand were evi- 


dences of prosperity. The growing 
wheat, oats, rye, flax, barley, not lit- 
tlo patches, but great fields, many of 
them a square mile in extent, the 
three, five and sometimes seven-horse 
teams laying over an inky black rib- 
bon of yellow stubble, generally in fur- 
rows straight as gun barrels and at 
right angles from tho roads stretching 
into tho distance, contrasted strangely 
with our little fields at home. 
The 


towns both large and small were dou- 
bly conspicuous, mado so, first by 
their newness and second by the tow- 
ering elevators necessary to hold the 
Immense crops of wheat grown in thft 
Immediate neighborhood. 


The newness, the thrift, the hustle, 


tho sound oC saw and hammer, the 
tents housing owners of buildings in 
\nrious stages of completion, the piles 
of household effects and agricultural 
impUMYieuta at tho railway stations 
waiting to bo hauled out to the 
"Claims," tho occasional steam plow 
turning its twenty or thirty acres a 
day, the sod house, the xmpainted 
house of wood, tho up-to-date modern 
residence with lar;;e red barn by, all 
thcao were seen evoryw?;ore we went, 
an earnest of prospoiity and wealth to 
be. 
"Wo talked with men. and visited 


their places that four years ago wan 
unbroken 
prairie. 
Their 
houses, 


barns, implements and live stock were 
the equal of anything in Tipton Coun- 
ty, and why not. when they were rais- 
in? five, ton and twenty, yes, in one 
instance, forty thousand bushels of 
wheat a year. 
Tho fact that such 


largo jields of wheat are raised so 
easily and so surely impressed ua 
very favorably. 
And wlion wo sa^v 


men who four or five yqars ago com- 
menced there with two or three thou 
snnd dollars, and \vcro now as well 
fixed and making money much easier 
and many times faster thnn lots ol 
our acquaintances on Indiana farms 
fifty years cleared and valued at four 
times as much, wo decided to invest. 
So we bought In partnership a little 
over two thousnnd acres, some of it 
improved and in wheat. 


Before leaving Indiana we agreed 


that if the opportunities were as great 
as they wore represented to be, that 
wo would buy, and own in partner- 
ship a body of land, and leave one of 
our number to look after and operate 
it. This we accordingly did. 


Just before time to thresh I re- 


cehed a letter from him, "What shall 
we do?" said he; "I've got to build 
granaries. 
There's so much wheat 


that tho railways are just swamped. 
We can't get cars and the elevators 
are all full. 
I never saw anything 


like it." In reply we wrote, "Good for 
you. Go ahead and build; your story 
sounds better than the letters we used 
to get from our friends In Kansas 
when they bewailed the fact that the 
hard wheat had been destroyed by the 
chinch bugs and the corn by hot 
winds, and that they must sell the 
stock for means to Jive on. Yes, build 
by all means." 
And ho did, and our 


wheat put in by n renter made twen- 
ty-seven bushels per acre.

TURN TO THE GARDEN. 


The Daffodil Grows to Beauty With 


Very Little Trouble—Nasturtium* 


and Dahlias Have Much to 


Recommend Them. 


With the spring the housewife has 


a longing to dig in her garden and 
plant her various seeds and bulbs. The 
old./ashloned slgle hollyhocks, cosmos, 
golden glow and asters have been un- 
usually popular the past few years. 
Poppies, sweet-peas, asters, cosmos, 
and nasturtiums bloom through 
to 


September. Asters are getting larger 
and more beautiful every year. 


There is no blossom better adapted 


for spring in the home, in city or coun- 
try, than the daffodil. There are many 
beautiful varieties, and they can be 
grown with little trouble. 
Whether 


your grounds are large or small, 
Q 


space can always be found for these 
bulbs, which are placed in the soil in 
the autumn. Once planted, they will 
bloom season after season. 
Daffodils 


will also grow indoors, and will be a 
delight from Christmas until Easter. 
These plants will blossom out of doors 
in April and continue through May. 


Nasturtium Is another easy plant to 


grow. For the garden border, where 
cut flowers are the chief aim, the 
dwarf varietes are the best. They will 
bloom better if the soil is not too rich. 


Dahlias are a decorative flower, and 


are particularly desirable for use in 
new places where the shrubbery is not 
ad\ anced 
They make an attractive 


display along the wall or Cence, and 
are easily grown. 
One can Ret the 


tubers and plant them in May, but 
some prefer to buy of the florists the 
young plants well started in small 
pots, and transplant them to the soil. 


Sweet-peas should have a rich soil 


and sunny spot, as the vines need 
plenty of heat to develop the blos- 
soms. A trench should be dug about 
six Inches deep, and into this sow your 
seeds thickly and cover them with 
about two inches of soil. When the 
plant is about three inches high, the 
surrounding earth should be drawn 
around it. Keep repeating this until 
the trench is almost full. 
Wire net- 


ting of coarse mesh or brush makes a 
good support. Plenty of water Is nee- 
eessary and let It run in the shallow 
trench, so that the roots are benefited.

"There at the restaurant," went on 


Miss Morcer, "I told tho proprietor's 
wife of my escape and she was kind 
nough to help me. 
"She bound up my wounds and she 
ave me food.

Then I sent a 
elegram to New York asking that 
money be sent me and that very night 


was back In my old room at the ho-

I had been away just five days.

Fredom at Last.

Hut once on the rooi I slid down on 
a roje of shoe-Is I made from' my bod- 
ding, to the porch below, and then I 
lost my balance and fell to the ground. 


"The only person who had seen my 


escape was a young man who was 
standing by his automobile across the 
iM-«ot. I appealed to him lor protee- 


received advice and help from him. 
Tho detective dad had with him Is' 
in all kinds of trouble. Even a mur- 
derer cannot be taken from one state 
to another without a warrant from the 
governor, and, too, I am of ago in this 
state. 


Would Have Gone Crazy. 


"I am too 111 to do any law fighting, 


but have a good attorney to fight for 
me. I should have been crazy had I 
stayed In the convent much longer. AB 
it is now, I have nervous prostration. 


"1 look terribly battered and ill. I 


have $25 to last mp until I start to re- 
ceive my wages. This I borrowed from 
a girl 1 met In Ihe other company. 
Strangers- have all bor,n so good to me. 


"In Ihpt convent, v bile kneeling for 


hours in their worship, I thought they 
wero fools to think a God existed or 
ulso that no hell but hero on earth ex- 
isted. I feel ashamed for their relig- 
ion 
I tell you I would have commit- 


ted murder" had I stayed tharo mucll 
longer.-

A letter written to a Canadian Gov- 


ernment agent from Tlpton, Indiana, 
la but one of many similar that are in 
the hands of tho Canadian government 
agents whose privilege It Is to offer 
one hundred and sixty acres of land 
free, and low railway fares. But here 
Is a copy of the letter: 
••Tlpton. Ind., Nov. 28, 1900. 


"At your earnest solicitation a party 


of us from Tipton left May 15 for 
Western Canada. Our Interviews with 
you and a careful study of your liter- 
ature led ua to expect great things ol 
your country when we should arrive 
there, and we wero not disappointed. 
We went prepared to make a careful 
examination of the country and Its re- 
sources, and we did so. At early dawn 
the second morning out of Tipton we 
awoke In a new world. As far as the 
eye could reach was an apparently 
limitless expanse of new sown wheat 
and prairie grasses. The vivid green 
of the wheat just beginning to stoo 
out, and the Inky blackness of tho 
soil contrasted in a way beautiful to 
see An hour or two later we steamed 
into Winnipeg. Here we found a num 
her of surprises. A hundred thousand 
souls well housed, with every con 
venience that goes to make a modern 
up-to-date city—banks, hotels, news 
papers, stores, electric light, stree 
railways, sewerage, waterworks, as- 
phalt pavements, everything. 
With 


eyes and ears open we traveled for 
two thousand miles through Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan nnd Alberta, going out 
over the Canadian Pacific railway, via 
Calgary to Edmonton, and returning 
to Winnipeg over the Canadian North- 
ern railway. 
In the meantime wo 


made several side trips and stopped 
off at a number of points whore we 
made 
drives 
into the surrounding 


country. 
On every hand were evi- 


dences of prosperity. 
The growing 


wheat, oats, rye, flax, barley, not lit- 
tlo patches, but great fields, many of 
them a square mile in extent, tho 
three, five and sometimes seven-horse 
teams laying over an Inky black rib- 
bon of yellow stubble, generally In fur- 
rows straight as gun barrels and at 
right angles from the roads stretching 
Into tho distance, contrasted strangely 
with our little fields at home. 
The 


towns both large and small were dou- 
bly conspicuous, made so, 
first 
by 
i 


their newness and second by tho tow- 
ering elevators necessary to hold the 
Immense crops of wheat grown In th« 
Immediate neighborhood. 


The newness, the thrift, the hustle, 


tho sound of saw and hammer, the 
tents housing owners of buildings in 
\nnous stages ot completion, the piles 
of household effects and agricultural 
Implements at tho railway stations 
waiting to bo hauled out to the 
"Claims," tho occasional steam plow 
turning its twenty or thirty acres a 
day, the sod house, the tmpainted 
house ot wood, tho up-to-date modern 
residence with lar:;e rod barn by, all 
tr-eso wero scon everywhere we went, 
an earnest of prospoiity and wealth to 
be. Wo talked with men and visited 
their places that four years ago was 
unbroken 
prairie. 
Their 
houses, 


barns. Implements and live stock were 
the equal of anything In Tlpton Coun- 
ty, and whv not. when they were rais- 
in? five, ten and twenty, yes, In one 
instance, forty thousand bushels of 
wheat a year. 
Tho fact that such 


largo 5 ields of wheat are raised so 
easily ' and so surely impressed us 
very" favorably. 
And when wo saw 


men who four or five years ago com- 
menced there with two or three thou 
sand dollars, and wero now as well 
fixed and making money much easier 
and many times faster than lots ol 
our acquaintances on In'llana farms 
fifty years cleared and valued at four 
times as much, wo decided to Invest. 
So wo bought in partnership a. little 
over two thou-.and acres, some of it 
improved and in wheat. 


Before leaving Indiana we agreed 


that if the opportunities were as great 
as they wore represented to be, that 
wo would buy, and own in partner- 
ship a body of land, and leave one of 
our number to look after and operate 
It. This wo accordingly did. 


Junt before time to thresh I re- 


cei\ed a letter from him. "What shall 
we do?" said he; "I've got to build 
granaries. 
There's so much wheat 


that tho railways are just swamped. 
Wo can't get cars and the elevators 
are all full. 
I never saw anything 


like it." In reply we wrote, "Good for 
you. Go ahead and build; your story 
sounds better than the letters we used 
to get from our friends in Kansas 
when they bewailed fie fact that the 
hard wheat had been destroyed by the 
chinch bugs and the corn by hot 
winds, and that they must sell the 
stock for means to live on. Yes, build 
by all means." 
Ami ho did, and our 


wheat put in by n renter made twen- 
ty-seven bushels per acre.

TURN TO THE GARDEN. 


The Daffodil Grows to Beauty With 


Very Little Trouble—Nasturtluma 


and Dahllao Have Much to 


Recommend Them. 


With the spring the housewife has 


a longing to dig in her garden and 
plant her various seeds and bulbs. Tho 
old-fashioned slgle hollyhocks, cosmos, 
golden glow and asters have been un- 
usually popular the past few years. 
Poppies, sweet-peas, asters, cosmos, 
and nasturtiums bloom through 
to 


September. Asters are getting larger 
and more beautiful every year. 


There Is no blossom better adapted 


for spring in the home, in city or coun- 
try, than the daffodil. There are many 
beautiful varieties, and they can be 
grown with little trouble. 
Whether 


your grounds are large or small, a 
space can always be found for these 
bulbs, which are placed In the soil In 
the autumn. Once planted, they will 
bloom season after season. 
Daffodils 


will also grow indoors, and will be a 
delight from Christmas until Easter. 
These plants will blossom out of doors 
in April and continue through May. 


Nasturtium Is another easy plant to 


grow 
For the garden border, where 


cut flowers are the chief aim, the 
dwarf varietes are the best. They will 
bloom better if the soil Is not too rich. 


Dahlias are a decorative flower, and 


are particularly desirable for use in 
new places where the shrubbery is not 
advanced 
They make an attractive 


display along tho wall or fence, and 
are easily grown. 
One can get the 


tubers and plant them in May. but 
some prefer to buy of the florists the 
young plants well started in small 
pots, and transplant them to the soil 


Sweet-peas should have a rich sol 


and sunny spot, as the vines need 
plenty of heat to develop the bios 
soms. A trench should be dug abou 
six Inches deep, and into this sow you 
seeds thickly and cover them w.tb 
about two Inches of soil. 
When the 


plant la about three inches high, the 
surrounding earth should bo drawn 
around It. Keep repeating this untl 
the trench is almost full. 
Wire ne' 


ting of coarse mesh or brush makes 
good support. Plenty of water is lie 
eessary and let it run In the shallow 
trench, so that tho roots are benefited
